Indeed, I have often 
thought that it is more difficult to direct 
others, and requires mors experience, thnu 
to do the snms work wiih our own hands. 

"Mothers nrs frequently so nioe and par- 
ticular that they do not like to give up any 
part of their care to their children, 
is n grant mistake in their 
for they are often burdsued with ths 
and need relief. Children should bo early 
taught to make themsslvea useful; to assist 
their parents svery way in their power, 
ami to consider it a privilege to do so. 

"Young people cannot realixo the import- 
ance of a thorough Knowledge of house- 
wifery; but those who have suffered ths iu- 
oonvenience and mortifications of igno- 
rance can well appreciate it. Children 
should be early indulged in their disposi- 
tion to bake, and experiment in cooking in 
various wftjs. It is ofton but n trouble- 
some help thnt they afford, stiU it is a 
great advantnge to them. 

"I kaow a little girl who at nine years old 
made ft loaf of bread every week during 
the winter. Her mother taught her how 
much yeast, and salt and flour to use, nnd 
she became quite an expert bnker. When- 
ever she is disposed to try her skill in mak- 
ing simple cakee or pies she is permitted to 
do so. She is thus, while amusing herself, 
learning an important lesson. Her mother 
on 11* her, her little housekeeper, nnd often 
permits her to get what is necessary for 
the table. She hangs the keys by her side, 
and very musical the jingling is to hsr 
snrs. I think before she is out of 
upon which she has not yet sni 
will have some idea haw lo cook. 

"Some mother* give their daughters the 
eare of housekeepers, each a week by turns. 
It ssems to me a good arrangement, and a 
moot useful pwrt of their education. 

"Domestic labor is by no menus incom- 
patible with the highest degree of refine- 
ment and mental culture. Many of tbe 
most elegant, accomplished women I have 
known have looked well to their household 
duties, and have honored themselves and 
their husbands by so doing '

A dirty 
kitchen and bad oooking have driven many 
a one from home to seek comfort and hap- 
piness somewhere else. None of our excel- 
lent girls are tit to be married until they 
are thoroughly educated in the deep and 
profound mysteries of ths kitchen.

At the foot of a precipice one thousand 
feel high, of a hollow deep in the mountain, 
was n cave walled up by the rocks, the in- 
terstices filled with earth and plants, nnd 
finally n little brook was directed in such 
a manner as to pass, like a cataract, over 
the place.

Lavbbimq Qbapb Vises- -From 2 to 4 
canes are grown for the purpose and care- 
fully trained, tied up and laterals pinched 
out the previous season. At pruning time, 
say from November to the close of February, 
these are cut bjck four to six feet or more 
In length, according to the sixs nnd strength 
of the canoe; these remain tied to the stakes 
in spring until ths shoots have made n 
growth ofeitht or ion inches, which will 
usually be about the first of June, when 
a trench for each oane is dug, sny sis inchss 
deep , the canes are then laid down and 
held in place by pegs, or weighed down by 
stones. Prom I to 5 shoots from each cans 
nre saved to form the new plants, all the in- 
termediate shoots are broken off, the 
trenokea are left opea for tea days or two 
weeks, whea they are half filled up, and 
after two or three weeke tkey are entirely 
filled aad tke plants staked and tied up, and 
each treated the eame as a regular standard- 
vins, that is, laternals pinched out, Ac. if 
the object is to oontinue the propagation, 
a sufficient number of canea are allowed 
to atari from the old root for the nextyear'a 
layers. 

Inexperienced persons ars apt to ovsrtax 
thsir vines by growing too many plants 
from the layers, and in allowing the vines 
to mnture fruit The plants propagated 
from a single root should be limited accord- 
ing to its age and strength, and all the 
blossoms should be picked off, no fruit be- 
ing allowed to ripen. Excessive propaga- 
tion and fruiting at the sams lime would 
soon render the parent plant weak, aad 
finally of hut little value either for propa- 
gation or for fruit Good cultivation is es- 
ssntial, both for layers as wsll as for the 
parsnt plant. By fnll thsse plants will bi

Au a let* ltv in Statistics. — The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is snabled, by means 
of very full reports from its correspondents 
in almost every oounty in the loyal States, 
to maka up an approximate statement of 
tke crops for this year, wbioh will go far 
toward eaabling farmers to estimate from 
this supply the probable price of their pro- 
duce. The following oondensed footings of 
the tables thus made up have, therefore, 
the wideet interest 

Ths wheat crop for this year in round 
numbers is 101.000,000 bushsls, 1'J,000,00>' 
less thaa last year and 20,000,000 lees than 
the yenr previous. The corn-crop is 531,- 
000.000 bushels, 78,000,000 more than for 
laet year and .V>0, 000, 000 less than lt«2. 
Rye is 20,000,000, being 100,000 less 
last ysar aad 200,000 lees thaa the 
before. Barely, 11,000,000, being half a 
millios less than tbe year before. Oats, 
177,000,000, being a half a million more 
thnn mat year, aad ti, 000 1)00 more than 
1802. Buehwsmat, l'J.OOO.OOO, being the 
same as ia ISttt, aad .1,000,000 more than 
1868. Potatoes, 90,000,000, being 4,000 000 
leas than last year aad 17,000,000 lose 
than the year before. Tobacco, 197,000- 

000 lbs., being 70,000,000 less than last 
year and ••,000,000 more thaa 1862. Hay, 
18,000,000 tuns, being 2,000,000 leas thaa 
each of tbe two preceding years. There 
has been ss average decrease in the num- 
ber of fain ag hogs of nearly three percent, 
from last year. The flax-seed crop is from 

1 to 4 per oent lnrger than last year. 

Bulbs Rblatino to Htacibtb* Qbow.v 
is Glasses. — Thsse rules may be learnt in 
5 minutes, and, if followed, will, I am per- 
suaded, be attended with satisfactory re- 
sults: 

1. If you choose yoar owa bulbs, look 
for weight as wsll as sixs ; be sure also 
that ths base of the bulb is sound. 

2. Use the single kinds only, beoause they 
are earlier, hardier, and generally prefera- 
ble for glasses. 

3. Set the bulb ia tbe glass so that the 
lower end is almost, but not quite, in 
tact with the water. 

4. Dee rata or pond-water. 

5. Do 
small lump 
glass. 

8. Fill up ths glasses with water as the 
level aiaks by the feediag of the roots, and 
by evaporation. 

7. Whea ths bulb is plaoed, put the 
glass ia a cool, dark cupboard, or ia any 
place where light is sxoludsd, there lo re- 
main for about ti weeks: ths roots feed 
mere freely in tbe dark. 

8. When the roots ars freely developed, 
aad the flower spikee are pushing into life 
( which will be in about ti weeks), remove 
by degreee to fall light aad aiv. 

9. The snore light aad air given from the 
time the flowers show oolor, tbs shorter 
will be ths leavea aad spike, aad tbe 
brighter the colors of the flowers.— [W. 
Psal's Lecture on tbe llyssisth. 

Win res t'ov BSisa.— Dss t forget to cov- 
er the leader plants ere the winter sets in 
ia earnest.
